an estimated population: of between 
§00 and 1000. The assessed valua- 
tion of property in that section is 
about $500,000. 

This move on the part of 
chambers Annexation committe® con- 
sisting of Fred Newsom, M. A, Hays 
and A. P. Hill is seen by many as 
the beginning of a fight for un- 
incorporated territory adjoining Rich- 
mond and El Cerrito that may have 
far reaching veffects.

Considered Most Significant Since 
The Famous Dawes 
Plan 


WASHINGTON, Oct. © 16.—Another 
international disarmament conference 
in Washington loomed tonight. 

President Coolidge believes that the 
signing of the Rhineland security 
Pact by the Allies and Germany at 
least partially paves the way for 
the calling of another conference to | 
bring about world peace. 

The President is said to regard the 
signing of the pact as the most. im- 
portant thing that has come up to 
secure world peace since the Dawes 
Plan. 

The foundation for what Foreign 
Minister Aristide Briand called the 
“United States of Europe” was laid 
at. Locarno. at 7:30 this evening’ with 
‘thé completion of the ceremonies ‘of 
initiating the security pact drafted by 
the foreign ministers of the allies 
and Germany. 

Four pacts in all 
the seven. foreign. ministers, who 
have been in session’ in Locarno 
since October 5. These were the 
Rhineland security arrangement, and 
arbitration agreements between G-r- 
many, France and Belgium, between 
Germany and Poland, and between 
Germany and Czecho- eee

MARTINEZ, Oct. 16.—After  con-. 
fessing to officers that he was one 
of the bandits who held up and fob- 
bed the Hellman bank in Los Angel- 
es last August, Francis Metevier, 23, 
turned around today and told author- 
ities that the story was “bunk,” that 
he told it only to get a free ride 
back to Los Angeles. He arrived in 
Crockett Wednesday in search of 
work and not finding it devised this 
scheme to get back to the southern 
part of the state. A-.wire from Los 
Angeles, however, indicated that 
Metevier answers the description of 
one of the bandits. 

Last night surrendering himself to 
authorities, Metevier, contessed that 
he was one of the-four bandits who 
held up the bank in Los Angeles, 
Killed an officer, wounded another 
and then attempted their get-away. 
The driver. of the bandit car was 
killed and another injured. Metevier 
and one companion escaped, leaving 
behind a $36,000 loot. 

He told officers that he was in the 
army during the war and was decor- 
ated by the French government and 
Was cited-tor bravery in the Argonne 
battle. Metevier said that he was 
“broke” and could not find work 
since- he had been discharged from 
the army. He first thought of rob- 
bing the bank when the subject was - 
broached to him by the other-bandits.

One 
expert says that you can make a 
very nice collar of’ a straight piece 
that is, when. finished, twenty-one 
inches long by five in width.

This means canvas 
fifteen inches long by seven and a
